To be the husband of 
more wives than one is, we all know 
an offence against public opinion and 
common law in every Christian State. 
But it would be a gross infringement 


of the liberty of man or woman were 
he or she to be prevented going to any 
country simply because there might 


be a suspicion against him or her in 
the direction of bigamy. Such an 
interpretation of any law would speed- 
rt put it in the power of a despotic 

vernment to prevent its subjects 
leaving their native country at all.

MOBOCRACY AND PERSECUTION IN 
| THE UNITED STATES. 


England’s Point, Cherokee County, 
Worth Carolina, Aug. 2, 1879. 


President Wm. Budge. 


’ Dear Brother,—Enclosed please find 
60 U.S. currency, sent in payment 
pil the books and pamphlets I ordered 
veral months since. I have not 
received: the books and tracts yet 
but I will pay for them anyway, an 
relieve my mind of that part of the 
matter. hen the books will reach 


me I shall have little use for them, as 


I expect to go home in a few weeks. 

I wrote you sometime since of our 
encounter with mobs, on our first. 
arrival in this Staté. Seeing the bold 
stand we made before them, they 
dispersed and let us alone, and 
went well with us. We baptized 
half a dozen new members into the 
Brasstown branch, and opened up 
several new fields. At the prosperit 
of the work the mob spirit ived, 
and made itself manifest in a very 
violent manner in several directions. 
At Brasstown a raid was made upon’ 
the Saints and our friends, six of 


| 
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whom were from their beds 
at midnight, or before daylight, on 
panne morning, J uly 20th, and very 
severe whipped and clubbed. They 
were notified to leave the State 
within four weeks, or remain at the 
risk of their lives. All the Saints 
there, as well as our friends, have 
thus been notified to leave within the 
time. They have also been warned 

inst feeding or entertaining the 
elders, for if they do so, it will be at 
the risk of their lives. Thus all are 
afraid to receive, entertain, or even 
see us,.and there was not one place 
up there for us to stay. The last few 
days that we were there, armed men 
were seen about the house, hid in the 
bushes, awaiting an opportunity per 
haps to put us out of the way. The 
Saints and our friends are selling off 
their few chattels and effects, and their 


crops and lands, for almost mere 
nothing, and leaving as fast as they 
can get away. We left the place the 
day before yesterday, only for want 


of some place to stop at, for we meant 
to remain and tire out the mob. 


We have written to the Governor 
of the State for redress and protection, 
but we have higy | little hope for any- 
thing in that direction. The Gov- 
ernor may have it brought into court, 
but the judges are ruled by prejudice, 
and the jury can be bought for a little 
money, It is said here that $200 and 
a mule will clear the blackest mur- 
derer. It is certainly a notorious fact 
that some thirty different murders 
have been committed in this one 
county since the war, and not one 
criminal has been brought to justice 
for it yet. 


We have one place to look for pro- : 


tection, however, and that is from the 
Lord. We are satisfied that he will 
see us safely through, if we but do 
our duty and keep our integrity.

PERSECUTIVE ANNOYANCES. 


Tae Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints has, from its rise, in this 
generation, till now, been the object of bitter and malignant persecution. It 
is the lot of the Saints now, as in former ages, to “Come up through much 
tribulation.” The inconveniences and privations they have undergone have 
not always been caused by the violence of mobs, by whom they have, at 
various times, been shot down as so many animals. That kind of persecution 
by which they were, in their earlier history, driven from their peaceful homes 
into the desolate wilderness, shelterless and forsaken, except by the God of 
Heaven, was open and lawlesa.. ‘Théte is a persecution which is less boisterous 
and violent, but nevertheless equally cruel, relentless and unjustifiable. It is 
more subtle in its operations, and consequently more difficult to meet. 

By red-handed persecution the Saints were forced to seek a home in the 
mountain fastnesses where they are now located, that their wearied souls 
might find rest. They found a bleak wilderness, which, by the magic hand’ 
of industry and the fostering blessing of a beneficent Creator, was soon trans- 
formed into a delightful oasis, blooming with the beauty of snug homes, 
surrounded by fruitful gardens, orchards and farms. They were not long 
left in the peaceful enjoyment of the results of their intelligent and well 
directed labors. Their possessions drew upon them the covetous eyes of the 
corrupt and evil disposed, who soon began to gather around the Saints like 
beasts of prey, seeking to pounce upon and devour their victims. Dishonest 
and immoral officials, in the form of prejudiced governors and unjust judges, 
were sent out by the government of the United States, to rule over them with 
a high and tyrannical hand. It is unnecessary now to recount the wrongs 
that the Saints have suffered at the hands of these subtle sources. How the 
laws were by these officials, in many instances ignored, while others were 
twisted from their real purpose and intent in order to inflict injury upon 
peaceable and innocent citizens. But thanks be to the protecting influence of 
the Most High, the efforts of those dishonest persons, and -their host of 
abettors and helpers, wrought no permanent injury to the people, excepting 
in-some respects. By them the sale of intoxicating drinks, previously almost 
unknown among the Saints, was fostered and encouraged. This traffic has 
had a deleterious effect on a percentage of the community. Houses of a 
character previously totally unknown in Utah, and which the virtuous blush to 
name, also appeared under the nursing care of those would-be corruptors of 
the morals of an honest and pure people. So exercised were the feelings of 
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the Saints in relation to the last named adjunct of so-called civilized society 
that, being unable to procure their abatement by due process of law, they, in 
some instances, raized to the ground houses in which human pollution was 
made a matter of merchandize for the convenience of the pretended regenera- 
tors of the “ Mormons.” This may be considered an ‘illegal process of getting 
rid of a.noisome, corrupting wrong, but it was the only approachable method. 
And it must be remembered that the action was in favor of the uprooting of 
- vice and the preservation of purity and sound morals. 

But we are diverging from our original purpose. Our object is to allude 
to a condition of affairs now existant in Utah, or more properly, in Salt Lake 
City. A favorite method of annoying and robbing the people has been for 
their enemies to instigate vexatious lawsuits against prominent citizens. By 
this means a lot of greedy officials and a horde of hungry lawyers have, at 
different times, succeeded in plundering the brethren of large sums of money. | 
To aid them in these nefarious schemes, they have been on the alert to find 
catspaws by whose aid to draw the chesnuts out of the fire. It would be 
indeed anomalous if in a large community they could not find some willing to 
lend themselves tools to their designs. The demise of the late President 
B. Young has given a fine opportunity for those plunderers. The affairs of 
the deceased were necessarily of a very complicated character, as he occupied 
the position of Trustee-in-Trust of the Church. This being the case, his per- 
_ sonal concerns and those of the Church were considerably intermingled. In 
his last will and testament, however, he gave ample power to his executors, 
Geo. Q. Cannon, A. Carrington, and B. Yaung, to adjust all these matters and 
settle all genuine claims against the estate. These executors, combined with 
the Council of the Twelve, of which they are also members, had all the 
accounts examined and audited with scrupulous care, enabling them to decide 
clearly as to the amount of property rightfully belonging to the Church. 
After arriving at a justifiable and well defined conclusion in this respect, the 
Council, in a spirit of unexampled liberality, leaving not the slightest ground 
for complaint, but rather for gratitude, on the part of the heirs, turned back 
to the estate a very large sum. After giving the estate the large credit alluded 
to the remainder of the Church claim was met, having been allowed by the 
Probate Court, the executors turning over property for the amount. The 
executors, in accordance with the duties imposed upon and powers vested in 
them, by virtue of the last will and testament of the deceased, settled a large 
number of other claims, and also with the heirs. 

One of the latter, Emmeline A. Young, a person who had utterly disre- 
garded the wishes of her indulgent father when he was alive, and who had 
expended her patrimony by questionable methods of living, was a fit subject 
to be manipulated by needy and avaricious lawyers and judges. She was 
induced to lend her name to plant a suit against the three executors, Presi- 
dent John Taylor and sundry other persons for the return to the estate of all | 
property that had been disposed of by the executors. As the proceedings of 
the suit progressed other heirs, namely: Louisa W. Y. Ferguson, Dora 
Young, Marindah H. Conrad, Ernest L Young, Elizabeth Y. Ellsworth and 
Vilate Decker, joined in with the original plaintiff and became parties to 
the suit. 
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The lawyers for the plaintiffs moved for the appointment of receivers, to 
hold all of the property in dispute until the final termination of the suit. The 
real meaning of this movement is to get the property out of the hands of its 
legitimate owners, that it may become a prey to a horde of voracious cormo- 
rants. The motion was granted and the receivers appointed. As a matter 
of course a large portion of the means had been, as requiréd by the will, dis- 


tributed in various directions, and a large part of that which had been handed 


over to the Church, to meet its claim, had also been disposed of. This 
rendered it utterly impossible for the executors and President Taylor to turn 
over to the receivers those portions of the means that had gone out of their 
control. And because they did not do an impossible thing, Judge Boreman 
adjudged each of them guilty of contempt of Court, in not doing what they 
could not do. In consequence he sentenced them to imprisonment until they 
should comply with something with which compliance was impossible. Pre- 
sident Taylor gave a bond for the amount which the order of Court required 
him to deliver up, and remained at liberty, but Brothers Geo. Q. Cannon, A. 
Carrington and B. Young were cast into the penitentiary, where, at last 
accounts from home, they were still incarcerated. As they are unable to 
meet the preposterous order of the Court, the sentence of the judge means, as 
a matter of course, imprisonment for life. But we have no idea that they 
will continue to be long thus unjustly deprived of their liberty. 

As a matter of defence against the onslaughts of plundering lawyers, who 
push the names of plaintiffs to the front as tools, the Church and President 
Taylor, as Trustee-in-Trust, have-entered suit against the executors and heirs, 
legatees and receivers of the estate, for the claim due by the latter to the 
Church, amounting to over 1,000,000 dollars, and to secure quiet titles to the 


property. This will not injuriously affect the interests of the heirs who have 


taken no part in instituting the inauguratory suits. 

We regret exceedingly the complications that have arisen at home through 
the mendacious schemes of dishonest persons. We deeply sympathize with 
the brethren, who, notwithstanding their honest and indefatigable endeavors 
to properly adjust and arrange affairs pertaining to the estate amicably and 
fairly, are subjected to great annoyance, evén suffering bonds and imprison- 
ment. By continuing to take every step deemed necessary by the spirit of 
wisdom, and by the overruling providence of a just God, we hope to see the 
day of deliverance from such trouble and perplexity speedily arrive. May 
the time shortly come when the servants and Saints of the Most High will be 
able, untrammelled by the malicious onslaughts of the vicious and unscrupt- 
lous, to progress peaceably in building up the Zion of the latter days. ; 


THE EMBARGO. 


We place before our readers, in this issue, a somewhat fair and certainly 
pungent article upon the proposed action of the United States government 
regarding “Mormon” emigration. Although we agree with the Examiner i in 
the main, we can scarcely pass some of its animadversions regarding the:

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ready to defend the great latter-day work, with which we have the honor to 
be identified. In doing so we are conscious of defending the right. There is 

nothing of the nature of a “ pest” about “ Mormonism,” or, more properly, the 
work of God, to any good people. It is, doubtless, pesterotis to those who 
are opposed to the building up of a community that, in point of spiritual, 
temporal and moral advancement, is a pattern to the whole world. This is 
partially verified by the article itself, when it says the “ ‘Mormons’ have, by 
the universal concensus of all visitors, preserved order and public morality in 
a manner strange to other western towns.” As to the peculiar marital institu- 
tion of the Saints being an “ offence against public opinion,” etc.; it is very 
flimsy. This amounts to setting up “ public opinion ” as an infallible standard 
in relation to truth and morality, which it is frequently very far short from 
being. Public opinion is often built upon popular prejudice, which is always 
a rotten foundation. The remarks with regard to “ Mormon” juries are wide 
of the truth. They are as conscientious and just as can be found in any 
community in the world. Their oaths bind them to render verdicts in accord- 
ance with the evidence, which they do. If the prosecution fails to adduce- 
testimony that would warrant the conviction of any accused person, it would 
be an act of injustice to pronounce him guilty. For fairness and impartiality 
of their verdicts, “‘ Mormons” on juries are as justly noted as for their indus- 
trial and peaceful habits. But the juries in Utah are not composed wholly of 
“Mormons.” Frequently they do not comprise one half the panel. The Uni- 
ted States law in relation to juries is of such a character as to give at least 
one half to the non-“ Mormon” population; although they number about one- 
tenth of the community. Besides, in cases when “Mormons” are on trial, 
unjust U.S. judges and their abettors, who have the manipulation of the 
machinery for selecting jurors, frequently throw every “ Mormon” out of the 
panel. 

In regard to the uncomplimentary remarks about the intelligence of “ Mor- 
mons” of both sexes, the statement is untrue and certainly ungallant. No 
better argument need be adduced on this than to point to the admirable work 
that has been performed by them. It has been accomplished too, under cir- 
cumstances that would have discouraged a less brave, intelligent and honor- 
able people. Could such a work be done by an ignorant or debased commu- 
nity? No. Such acondition is not the product of ignorance and debase- 
' ment, but the opposite. The Hxamuner, to be logical, must either admit that 
the system of “ Mormonism” is superior to any other existing, or its adherents 
are extraordinarily intelligent as well as industrious, or both, to have pro- 
duced such admirable results. The ladies are especially the opposite of what 
the Lxaminer would have its readers believe. 

Shorn of the uncomplimentary allusions to the Saints and their institutions, 
the article under consideration is good.
